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SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


As a result of resignations and the electoral process, 1987 witnessed the 
entrance of a completely new board of selectmen into office. Although two of 
new board members possess little prior experience in local politics, they brought 
with them a great deal of knowledge in personnel and fiscal management from the 
private sector. This has been of immense value to the board in dealing with the 
many problems and situations that arose during the past year. Our approach has 
been to recognize the town as a business and to apply the same managerial skills 
that are required in conducting any successful enterprise. 


An essential element of our program is to instill pride in our community. 
We are proud of our little town; we want all of you to be proud to call Marlow 
your home. We wish to encourage positive accomplishments here to gain positive 
publicity. Marlow possesses a unique character; we do not wish to see this fade 
away. 


As we begin another year in office, we consider it fitting at this time to 
discuss some of the accomplishments of the past year and some of the ongoing 
projects we are presently involved with. 


To begin with, we are proud of the fact that the 1987 tax rate represented 
less thana 24 increase over the 1986 rate. Without going into an overall deficit, 
we were able to provide the required municipal services, and even made some 
improvements to town property. 


Many of you are aware that a major portion of the Gustin Pond Road was 
recently resurfaced. This is the commencement of an accelerated repair and 
maintenance program of our roads. With the voters approval at the town meeting 
we will proceed with the remainder of the Guston Pond Road and repair the lower 
portion of Sand Pond Road during 1988. 


In order to comply with state requirements, and also to have an amply supply 
of water available in conjunction with brush burning at our transfer station site, 
we have installed a surface well on location with pump and outlet on the outside 
of the highway garage. We are also in the process of enlarging the work area 
within the garage. 


Those of you who utilize our transfer station may have noticed that the 
large pile of metal trash has finally been removed. This involved a great deal 
of negotiations with our rubbish hauler and we are determined that this situation 
will not reoccur. We are presently renting a large roll-off container specifically 
for this purpose and, depending on town meeting action, we hope to continue to 
provide a means for our townspeople to dispose of their metal waste excluding 


automotive parts. 


The board has entered into a contract with a cable company to provide cable 
TV to most areas of the town. We were led to believe that work would have already 
begun on this project. Unfortunately there has been some delay in receiving 
permits, and the board will be following up on the current status of the project, 


mo 


In compliance with town meeting action regarding expenditure of Revenue 
Sharing funds, we are pleased to inform you that alarm systems have been 
installed in both Jones Hall and the town office building. These include smoke 
detectors, heat sensors and audible and visual warning devices. 


This past fall we were fortunate in obtaining several decorative maple 
trees from the state nursery at no cost of the town. These have been set out 
in the vicinity of Jones Hall, and as they grow and mature will afford shade 
and beauty for ourselves and future generations, Thus the appearance of the 
village center will be greatly enhanced. 


This winter the highway department has revived the practice of placing 
sand barrels strategically along the roadside on hills, These are there for 
the assistance of anyone experiencing difficulties due to slippery roads, 
obviously more are needed. If anyone wishes to donate a drum, please contact 
the selectmen or the Ifighway Department. 


As many of you are aware, much of the town's record keeping and tax 
functions are being computerized. Those of us who had experience with the 
previous methods employed can well appreciate this giant step forward. Of 
course any system is only as good as the people who work with it on a daily 
basis. In this we are very fortunate to have Ellen Jackson and Fran Strickland 
working with the computer and with us during 1987. Our heartfelt thanks are 
extended to these two dedicated individuals for their tireless efforts on 
behalf of the town.. 


Elsewhere in this report you will find the details of the proposed town 
budget for 1988. These are the funds we feel are necessary if we are to provide 
the essential services required of this town. In addition, there are several 
money articles in the warrant which address specific needs and improvements. 

A great deal of time and effort on the part of the various boards and departments 
have gone into developing these budgets and all concermed are to be commended 

for their work and dedication. Now it is up to town meeting action to either 
approve or disapprove. We would like to see all of you at the town meeting, 
helping in the decision making process. Sadly nothing comes cheaply anymore 

and the problems facing the town are expensive ones. Our town road system is 
extremely essential to many of us and represents years of investment. This 
investment must be protected through timely, proper and costly maintenance. Our 
town hall, now on the Historic Register, is badly in need of repairs and painting. 
This work is essential if the building is to serve us into the next century. All 
this, and much more, will be dealt with at town meeting. 


This past fall our road agent, Fred Porter, resigned his position after 
nine years of service to the town. Those of us who remember the condition of 
the roads prior to his arrival are aware of what was accomplished by the Highway 
Department during his tenure. On behalf of the town, this administration thanks 
him for his efforts through those years. 


We know that some of you may have concerns or questions regarding the way 
the town is run. We would be very surprised were it otherwise. However, we 
have no way of knowing what is wrong unless you tell us. If you have a problem, 
please don't complain to just anyone who will listen. Call us or come to our 
weekly meetings. Perhaps we can help, perhaps we can't, but at least give us a 
chance to try. After all, that's what you elected us for. 
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Town government is only as effective as the residents wish it to be, 
and effectiveness is measured in terms of citizen involvement. Only by each 
and everyone of us taking an active interest in the town's affairs can we hope 
to effectively preserve and maintain this special system that we enjoy. 


In closing, this board wishes to thank the citizens of Marlow for giving 
us the opportunity to serve you. We hope to continue to merit your confidence.

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Report of Town Auditor 


The books and financial records of the Selectmen's office, Town Clerk, 
Tax Collector, Treasurer, as well as the records of the Police Department, 
Library and the Trustees of the Trust Funds have been examined. The exam- 
ination was conducted in accordance with generally accepted auditing 
standards and procedures, as well as in conformance with State RSA Regulations. 


Cash book entries were verified to source documents, primarily invoices, 
vouchers and copies of receipts issued in the process of collecting real estate, 
motor vehicle and other tax and fee source funds. Monthly and yearly reports 
were audited and verified to their respective source journals. Joumals were 
footed, cross-footed and reviewed for accuracy. 


Last years audit recommendation and changes in the handling of deposits 
of real estate, motor vehicle taxes and dog license fees has helped to expedite 
the availability of these collected funds. It also has improved the safeguard of 
the funds. Even though the tax collector's deposits are still not being made on 
a weekly basis as required by RSA 41:35, her frequency of deposits have shown a 
substantial improvement over 1986. 


The town Selectmen's 1987 financial records are now computerized. The 
computerization has provided the town officials with a constant and current flow 
of data throughout the year, enabling them to better control not only town 
operation, but town funds. Town officials have expanded the computerization to 
include the 1988 records of the Tax Collector's office. 


The financial reports of the Selectmen's office, Town Clerk, Tax Collector, 
Treasurer, Library and the report of the Trustees of Trust Funds are considered 
substantially correct as reported in this annual report.

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Report of the Marlow Planning Board 


1987 proved to be a busy year for the Marlow Planning Board. Each 
month's agenda included a variety of requests to be considered, including 
minor subdivisions and a number of commercial use and commercial use changes. 
Most of these requests were finalized by the Planning Board, however those 
requiring variances, special exceptions or appeals were referred to the 
Board of Adjustments. The Planning Board does not have the authority to 
grant variances, special exceptions or to consider appeals. This authority 
is vested in the Board of Adjustment. 


Fortunately the Planning Board was not faced with any major subdivisions 
in 1987. This provided the Board with more time to amend and update our 
Zoning Regulation, thereby providing the Town of Marlow to better control 
anticipated growth in this area as well as in the future commercial growth 
along Route 10. These amended commercial zone regulations were adopted by the 
voters at our annual March town election. 


Site Plan Review Regulations governing the review and approval of site 
plans relating to the development of tracts for nonresidential use and for 
multi-family dwellings, other than one and two family dwellings, were drawn 
up. The required public hearing was held, after which the regulations were 
adopted by the Board and put into effect in September, 1987. 


Admendments which will allow and control the construction of two family 
homes, duplex structures, apartments, condonimiums, multiple dwellings and 
cluster housing have been formulated and the required public hearing was held 
on December 29, 1987. These amendments will be voted upon by Marlow voters at 
our upcoming March annual election. Copies of the Planning Board's proposed 
amendments are presently on file for public review at the Marlow Public Library 
and at the Marlow Town Clerk's office. A copy will also be displayed at the 
annual town election site. Voters are encouraged to find time to review these 
regulations before voting. The Planning Board recommends adoption of the 
proposed regulations as they will provide a more orderly and controlled town 
growth, as well as protection for adjoining property owners. 


During 1987 Maurice Ronayne, the Selectmen's representative on the Planning 
Board resigned as Selectman. This necessitated a Planning Board membership 
change. Selectman Joseph N. Feuer is now serying as the Selectmen's representative. 
No other membership changes were necessary. 


The Chairman wishes to thank all members of the Board for their tireless 
efforts, cooperation and faithfulness in carrying on their duties throughout 
the year, especially in relation to the many hours of effort spent in updating 
our Zoning Regulations. It has been a productive year for the Marlow Planning 


Board.
